Leaving Small Children 
Alone At Home 


Commenting on the death or a small 
child in a recent Edmonton fire, Coroner 
Dr. M. M. Cantor gave a serious warning to 


—those installing heating equipment in their 


homes. The greatest care Must be taken, 
Dr. Cantor said, to ensure there is no danger 
from faulty installation. 

In this case no blame could be charged 
to either the parents or others in the child’s 
death, but there are cases where thoughtless 
parents go out for various reasons and 
leave very small children in the house un- 
guarded. These are the cases where some 
action should be taken in the interest of the 
children to secure protection and compel 
careless parents to shoulder the blame. if 
anything happens to their children when left 
alone. 

It_is hard to understand how parents 
with even a spark of natural love for their 
children can leave their young lives _in 
jeopardy, as some do. There have been far 
too many cases of this kind in-the recent 
past,

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The Day Messiah Came

If someone told you that a year from now a 


certain young woman, living mm a remote area of 


Alberta; was to be married and give birth within 
a yéar to a bouncing baby boy under certain peculiar 


circumstances—what would you be likely to say? 
You'd say ‘the person foretelling such an 
event was either a nut or a prophet. If within the 
365 day period the events of the baby’s birth should 
be heralded from one end of the 
land to the other, and the news- 
papers’ headlines should scream 
“It happened—just as so-and-so 
said it would,” you'd know your 
foreteller was a prophet and the 
mother and child would be the 
object of more than mere human 

curiosity. 

And if that child were to 
grow up and develop according 
to the prophecy of the informer, 
you would be more certain than 
ever that the whole business 
was of divine origin. 


700 YEARS BEFORE 


Today we speak of “The Miracle of Christmas,” 
and truly it was a miracle. A Virgin gave birth 


to a baby boy. Four news reporters of the day, 
Matthew, Mark, Luke and John recorded the events 


as faithfully as any modern journalists would do. 
He was born under extraordinary circumstances, 
this baby boy. But the stramgest part of it all is 
that the entire story was written in prophetic 


language 712 years before he was born. 

The Prophet Isaiah in the 23rd chapter wrote: 
“Who has believed our report, and to whom has 
this Christ (arm of the Lord) been revealed?” 
Today, the Jewish people to whom Christ came 


as a Jewish babe, and who was brought up 
according to Jewish law and precept, still do not 
accept him as the Messiah. They do not believe 
the report. To them the Messiah has not been 
revealed. 

CHRIST’S SUFFERINGS, REVEALED 


Isaiah goes on to explain, in poetic and prophetic 
language, how the Messiah had “no form or 


comeliness that we should desire him.” He camé 


as a man-child and not as the Son of God might’ 
be expected to come—perhaps riding a chariot’ 


of fire. So, because he lacked a spectacular earth- 
appearance, Jesus was not appealing to a nation 
suffering the tyrant’s rod and rule and hoping for 
emancipation. 


Then, Isaiah explains the sacrificial aspect of 
Christ's life, how he was deprived of a just trial, 


and’ how he was wounded (at his trial. and on 
the Cross) as the Lamb of Ged sent to “take away 
the simv-of the world.” 

It is all there, the complete account, written 
before Jesus was born. Seven hundred years before. 

‘The story of His miraculous birth. His exemplary 

life, the false accusations that lead to a trial where 
even the Roman justice of the day was made a 
mockery, and his death on the Cross. The triumph 
of the Cross is there also, how by his suffering 
he should redeem many. It is all there. Written 
by a man inspired seven centuries before the event. 

Well, that’s the story. Actually, the Bible places 
very little emphasis on the birth of Christ. It is 
His death, the purpose of His being born at all, 
that makes the Christian secure in his faith. 

But this Christmas, like hundreds of Christ- 
mases before it, people will celebrate an event 
that should mean something vital to each and 
every one of us, without knowing why. And without 
knowing the Christ, the Messiah, the Son of God, 
the Saviour whose birth they celebrbate. 

WHEN WE GIVE GIFTS 

We give gifts at Christmas as a token of the 
ireat Gift God gave when he sent His Son to the 
world. The writer John said: “For God so loved 
the World He gave His only Begotten Son that 
whosover believeth in Him should not perish but 
have everlasting Hfe.” 


Do you believe the message of salvation God 
sent with His Son? Or do you disdain the title 


of Christian in your life? 

Of course you have a perfect right to celebrate 
Christmas and still not believe in it. The word 
Christmas means “the Christ feast.” But how can 
you celebrate the Sayiour’s birth and deny His 
mission?

Cowboy Singer . 
Calls Calgary 


Home Town 


Wilf Carter, the singing cowboy, 
who considers Calgary his home 
town, is credited with making 
more records than any man alive 
including Bing Crosby. 

In the December 1 issue of Mac- 
lean’s Magazine, June 
tells the slow-but-sure success 
story of Carter who rode the range 
in Alberta long before he lassoed 
himself more than a million cow- 
boy-mussic fans in Canada, Aus- 
tralia and the U.S. 

The first time he rode a boxcar 
to the Prairies he was 13. He found 
he was too small for real cowboy 
deeds so he went back home. But 
in 1924, Miss Cailwood writes, at 
23, he again headed west, this time 
to stay. 

Carter imitated Pete Knight, 
Calgary Stampede world’s cham- 
pion in two songs, “Pete Knight 
King of the Cowboys” and “Pete 
Knight’s Last Ride.” Thanks to 
Knight he became one of the best 
eardowners in the business, and 
they rode the rodeo circuit to- 
gether. 

The first time he applied for a 
radio job the Calgary station man- 
ager who listened to him told him 
to return to the prairie, Miss Call- 
wood reports. He was a cowhand 
for several years. 

Shortly after Carter moved to 
New York in 1934 he was drawing 
more fan mail than anyone on CBS,
